It also was disclosed an oxypren 
tent was set up a week apo in 
Brisbane's room at his Wifth Ave- 
nue home here, He died after suf- 
fering what his family deseribed 
as about 15 heart attacks within 
three weeks, 

How Brisbane, after his final at- 
tack on Christmas eve, composed 
all but the last few lines of his 
daily editorial column published, 
the following morning, in some 200 
newspapers, was told. Associates 
said his 22-year-old son, Seward, 
completed the column, the only 
time anyone else ever wrote a line 
published under his father's name. 

Intimate glimpses of the tall, 
bespectacled writer, were written 
by men closély associated with 
him in the organization headed by 
William Randolph Hearst. 

Hearst, for whom he worked 
since 1897 as advisor, executive 
and writer, called iim “my more 
than friend and more than 
brother,” 

Bernard Gimbel, New York mer- 
chant who was regarded as Bris- 
bane’s most intimate friend after 
Hearst, praised his “pift of versa- 
tility” and “humanity,” and said 
“millions of human beings have 
lost a friend and counsellor,” 

Brisbane, who was 72, is sur- 
vived by four daughters besides 
his widow and son—Mrs, Sarah 
McCrary and Emily, Alice and 
Elinor Brisbane, 

His business associates announc- 
ed a long list of prominent men 
and women who will be honorary 
pallbearers, including Vice-Presi- 
dent Garner, Governor Lehman, 
Henry Ford, John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., Vincent Astor, Barnard M. 
Baruch, Senators Capper of Kan- 
sas and Barbour and Moore of 
New Jersey; Kent Cooper, general 
manager of the Associated Press, 
and Hearst, 

There will be no eulogy nor 
flowers at the simple public ser- 
vice. Two of Brisbane's favorite 
hymns, “Abide With Me” and 
“Lead, Kindly Light,” will be sung. 
The Twenty-Third Psalm and the 
Episcopal service for the dead 
will be read.
